{In addition, 21 players, among them Perugia 
striker Paolo Rossi, key man in Italy’s hopes 
for the European Championship final in June, 
have been ordered to appear before magis- 
trates to answer questions on their possible in- 
volvement. 


On March 1, the two illegal bookmakers named 
27 players they said had taken bribes but had 
failed to deliver the resutls. 


The fraud squad has spent months investigating 


the results of football matches in advance, to 
defraud the national football pools system. 
Huge sums of money are said to be involved. 


AC Milan’s tour of Australia was confirmed last 
week, but the bribery scandal has thrown it 
into doubt again.

Because of that incident, the 
team spirit was shattered, and 
Scotland’s bid for the World 
Cup was over.

well as helping local players 
coming into the big leagues. 

If these youngsters have an 
experienced professional to 
learn from, their game will 
benefit. 


There is an even greater 
shortage of top coaches. From 
what I can see, there is barely 
a handful of top coaches in the 
country. 

It will be hard to change this 
situation. Top coaches in 
Europe wouldn’t want to leave 
the big time to coach in 
Australia. 

The only answer is to work 
on producing better coaches 
from players already in 
Australia. 

I’m not thinking about 
coaching yet, because I think I 
can keep playing for a good 
few seasons yet. Goalscoring 
is a knack, and I haven't lost 
the knack of putting the ball 
into the back of the net. 

I’ve scored over 250 goals in 
my career and there’s a good 
number of goals left in me. If I 
have my way, those goals will 
help Adelaide City become 
Australia’s No. 1 club, 
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A group of enthusiastic Scottish fans — 
much more loyal than those of Adelaide City, 
says Dixie Deans. 


Anyone who fails to admit that Olympic 
Park is the best soccer ground in Australia 
must have rocks in his head. 

Olympic Park is a natural soccer ground 
and has a big match atmosphere no other 
ground in Australia can come near to. 

And believe me, I know — as a player, a 
coach and a pressman. 

I think that the opening ceremony for these 
championships should be held at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground under the magnificent flood- 
lights, which rate with the best in the world. 

But the final should go to Melbourne. 

For years and years we have been crying 
out for a decent football ground — any code — 
in Sydney, with no success. 

The SCG is a cricket ground and will never 
be a football ground in a million years. 

The natural football ground in Sydney — 
The Sports Ground, is ancient and inadequate 
for a World Youth Championship final, even 
though the playing surface is magnificent. 

Nothing will convince me that Olympic 
Park is not the place for the final next year 
and J think that the FIFA officials who visited 
here think likewise. 

However, the final decision lies in the hands 
of the ASF, the organising body: and anything 
can happen — and probably will.

Cup his brainchild 


By a sad irony, as Wolverhampton Wanderers and Not- 
tingham Forest were preparing for the Football League 
Cup Final last week, Alan Hardaker died. 

Hardaker had an unprecedented reign of 22 years as Secretary 
of the Football League and when, two years past his retirement 
age, he handed over to Graham Kelly, the League recognised his 
services by creating for the post of Director-General. 

The Football League Cup was his brainchild, devised in 1960 in 
the face of strong criticism, and virtually boycotted by the 
top clubs in its first years. 

Now it is a firmly established money-spinner for the League, 
ranking second only to the F.A. Cup itself, and gains its winner 
automatic entry to Europe. J 

A recognised expert on administration, Hardaker was much in 
demand for advice after his retirement. He came to Australia on 
a lecture tour last October. 

VSF Secretary George Wallace, on learning of his death sald: 
“He will be greatly missed, not only in Britain, but in soccer gen- 
erally. His advice, when he was here last year, was of inestimable 
value to us’’. 

During his brief stay in Sydney, Hardaker had discussions with 
top ASF officials, during which he expressed his amazement that 
the PSL had little control, if any, over its own management. 

It was his opinion that the PSL would not progress until it had 
its own separate administrative set-up, advice which has so far, 
unfortunately, gone unheeded. 


437 GOALS 


William Ralph Dean, who died recently, appropriately 
enough watching his beloved Everton playing Liverpool 
at Goodison Park — was the striker par excellence, 
whose goal-scoring feats never will be equalled. 

Christened William Ralph, calling himself Bill, but known 
throughout the soccer world as Dixie, he scored 437 League goals 
in 379 games and 18 goals in 16 games for England. 

In the 1927-28 season he scored an incredible 60 goals in the 42 
League matches, three in Cup-ties and a further 19 in various rep- 
resentative matches, a towering achievement in a period when 
players thought they were overworked if-they played 45 games a 


r. 

Dean’s success brought about a change in the game as fund- 
amental as the alteration in the offside rule initiated by Billy 
McCracken, for Arsenal. manager of the time, Herbert Allison, 
switched tall Herbie Roberts to the centre of his defence to stop 
Dixie and his like, and the ‘stopper’ centre-half was born. 

The move was so successful that no centre-forward or striker 
has since exceeded 50 goals in a League season. 

Dixie’s forte was the header, and wingers of his day like Geld- 
ard, Brook, Crooks and Bruton soon became adept at crossing the 
high ball from the corner flag for the famed Dean rush from the 
far corner of the penalty box to meet it. 

What was all the more remarkable was that he had his skull 


. fractured in a car accident and was not expected to live. 


Only 5'10}”" and weighing a mere 12 stone, Dean was the 
goalkeeper’s nightmare and gave rise to the story that on meeting 
Liverpools’ famous Irish goalkeeper, Elisha Scott one day, he 
nodded and Scott dived automatically! 

Merseysiders of both red and blue persuasion almost were idol- 
atrous in their hero-worship of Dixie. In 1964, a quarter of a centu- 
ry after his retirement, an astonishing 37,000 turned out at his 
benefit match between Everton and Liverpool (who else?) at 
Goodison. 

And these days, while Blues fans sadly contemplate the seem- 
ingly never-ending victory march of that other team in the ‘Pool, 
they must be wondering when another Dixie will come along, or 
even another Tommy Lawton, for that matter.

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Many parents, 
coaches have 
wrong attitude 








Continuing with the column | started last 
week, let’s note that indications of a win-at- 
all-costs attitude are shown also in the be- 
havior of coaches and parents while watching 
a game of soccer. 


Disrespectful behavior toward the referee by players, 
coaches or spectators constantly making excuses for 
losing or not performing well; open hostility toward the 
referee or players of the opposing team and comments 
which ‘‘rubbish” a player, coach or ref for mistakes, are 
all behavior which indicates that winning may be more 
important than how the game is played. 


If winning became secondary to good play, most of the 
comments would concern the positive aspects of the 
game, constructive comments would be heard often and 
tolerance of mistakes would be more evident. 


It the topic of conversation at club meetings is a rehash 
of won-lost records, this player is better than that one, or 
this coach beat that coach in Sunday’s game, then surely 
a preoccupation with winning is indicated. It also appears 
that rules in some clubs are designed to benefit the club 
or its coaches, not the child. 


In contrast, there are clubs that welcome parent and 
player participation and offer opportunities through 
coaching clinics and instructional material, for everyone 
who wishes to expand his or her knowledge and ability in 
soccer. 


It is this kind of club that will crate a positive, com- 
petitive outlook with something besides winning as the 
main object of competition. 


For example, effort, sportsmanship, enjoying oneself 
and acquiring soccer skills are all worthwhile objectives. 


_Competition then becomes a way for the young player 
to explore his knowledge (by trying new things), or to test 
his skills without being marked as a failure if the team 
loses. In this context the interest is on the game and the 
individual, not on the outcome of the game or the effects 
of winning or losing. 

“Playing down’’ the importance of winning allows 
coaches and players to concentrate more fully on devel- 
oping the skills and attitudes that will eventually make 
winners of all participants. 

Soccer for children is not good just because it exists .... 
it is good only if parents, coaches, administrators and 
players take the time to find out just what their partic- 
ular program is all about. 

This includes of course becoming aware of the poten- 
tial dangers and taking some action to minimise those 
dangers. 

To do less would not be in the best interest of those 
playing soccer,

But Franz Becken- 


bauer was different. The 
press soon realized that 
this was the first of the 
great footballers to cross 
the ocean at the top of his 
game. As. Pele had pio- 
neered the path for Best, 
so would Beckenbauer 
for such world-class per- 
formers as Johan Cruyff, 
Trevor Francis and Teo- 
filo Cubillas. 


Since that May after- 
noon two and a half years 
ago, the standard of 
NASL soccer has im- 
proved as markedly as 
Beckenbauer's English. 
In the interim, the 
Cosmos have waltzed to 
two League titles. 


But it wasn’t nearly as 
easy as it appeared. For 
Franz Beckenbauer, 
there were some major 
adjustments to be made. 
The transition meant ac- 
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By DAN HERBST 
in “Soccer Corner,” U.S. 


quainting himsef with 
the 35-yard offside rule, 
warmer weather, and the 
sometimes brutal tack- 
ling of opponents with far 
less skill. As if that 


wasn't enough, Becken- 
bauer had to adjust to the 
constantly fluctuating 
Cosmos line-up that con- 
trasted to the stability of 
the Bayern Munich elev- 
en. 


Franz B eckenbauer concen-

It is the transitionary 
Nature of the Cosmos 
that best serves to illus- 
trate the ‘‘Kaiser’s’’ 
brilliance. Only Becken- 
bauer and defender 
Carlos Alberto have 
Managed to enter the 
lineup and appear right 
at home with their new 
Mates virtually over- 
night. 

In Beckenbauer’s 
case, the transition was 
made all the more chal- 
lenging by then Cosmos 
Coach Eddie Firmani’s 
decision to utilise his 
talents in the midfield, a 
spot that he hadn’t 
manned since his tee- 
nage years. 

In his native West 
Germany, Beckenbauer 
had revolutionised the 
sweeper-back position 
with his length-of-the- 
pitch runs that triggered 
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many a Bayern counter- 
attack. Combining his 


marvelous ball skills 
with his ability to read 
the game, he so rede- 
fined the role of the 
Sweeper if modern 
soccer that the position 
was given a new name, 
“libero.” 

The marriage of Beck- 
enbauer to an in- 
experienced Cosmos 
backline that was pre- 
dominantly American 
seemed a natural. But 
logic failed. 

Unlik® at Bayern, 
Beckenbauer’s runs were 
often squandered by the 
offence and the resulting 
counterattacks exploited 
a defence unable to cover 
for their gifted sweeper. 

Enter the missing 
piece to the Cosmos puz- 
zle, Carlos Alberto. 
Firmani immediately 
moved Beckenbauer into 
the midfield, a spot he 
has occupied since. The 
move has generated its 
share of controversy. 

Rumors have surfaced 
in the local press of 
Beckenbauer demanding 
to be moved to his more 
accustomed position. 

Ft. Lauderdale Striker 
Coach Ron Newman cast 
a vote for Franz as a lib- 
ero, calling him ‘‘the 
best in the world’’ at that 
position. ‘He isn't as ef- 
fective in the midfield 
because of his ability to 
come from behind. He’s 
much harder to mark 
that way,’’ Newman con- 
cluded. 

Confronted with the 
issue, Beckenbauer poli- 
tely reiterated his oft- 
Stated position that he 
“likes to play midfield,” 
but that he “‘likes to play 
more as a sweeper.’’ But 
he is quick to add, ‘“‘I’ma 
professional! and I'll play 
wherever they want 
me.”’ 

Another notable differ- 
ence in his new surroun- 
dings was the inconsist- 
ency in the quality of 
NASL playing surfaces. 
Ask him what he misses 
most about the Bun- 
desliga and Beckenbauer 


replies, ‘‘the great 
soccer fields of 
Germany."' 


Unlike in Europe, sev- 
eral NASL stadiums fea- 
ture plastic carpets. Like 
most footballers, Beck- 
enbauer is less than 
thrilled with the synthet- 
ic surface. 

The Cosmos star, has 
even coined his own term 
for it. Calling it ‘‘astrofi- 
cial surface,” he blames 
the Giants Stadium var- 
iety for necessitating the 
first ma jor knee injury in 
his long career. 

Team trainer Joel 
Rosenstein concurs. 
Noting that Beckenbauer 
was but one of three 
Cosmos who suffered 
from ‘‘a fixed-foot, non- 
contact”’ injury, Rose- 
nstein noted that on a 
synthetic pitch a ‘‘foot 
can stick as the body 
turns, Causing the knee 
to absorb the punish- 
ment.”’ : : 

It- was against New- 
man’s Strikers that the 
problem first arose. With 
ten minutes remaining in 
the match the Cosmos 
were Clinging to a 3-2 ad- 
vantage. At that point, he 
suffered what is medi- 


. Cally termed a slight tear 


of the medial meniscus. 
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Confrontation of masterminds — Franz Beckenbauer

In layman’s terms, that 
means the interior of the 
cartilage was damaged. 
Either way the pain was 
Significant. 

Characteristically, he 
finished the match by an- 
choring the defence flaw- 
lessly to secure the win. 
Because the damage was 
relatively minor, sur- 
gery was foregone in 
favor of an exercise pro- 
gram designed to repair 
the knee. 


But just as he was 
Slated to reappear in the 
Starting eleven some 
four weeks later, a com- 
bination of damp grounds 
and astroturf sabotaged 
the knee in practice. This 
time the tear was as ex- 
tensive as the pain and 
Dr James Nicholas was 
called upon to repair the 
injury. 

To the defending 
champs, the absence of 
their leader only served 
to illustrate his value to 
the side.| Without the 
““Kaiser’’ to cover for 
him, Alberto was notice- 
ably reluctant to join in 
the attack. The Cosmos’ 
offence suffered from 
predictability on more 
than one occasion. 


Numbers tell the story 
best. With Beckenbauer, 
the Cosmos dropped but 
one of a dozen regular 
season games. Without 
him, they were a relat- 
ively undistinguished 13- 
9. For the first time 
since they moved to New 
Jersey, winning at home 
became a chore. 


Fortunately for met- 
ropolitan area soccer 
fans, no man has ever 
worked harder to reha- 
bilitate an injury than 
did Beckenbauer. 


Rosenstein and Beck- 
enbauer made a perfect 
team. The former con- 
Structed an extensive 
program which the latter 
followed to the letter. 
The sessions ranged 
from weight training to 
running with a ball in a 
Swimming pool filled to 
waist height with water. 
Such an exercise com- 
bines simulated game 


- action (to utilise muscles 


employed under match 
conditions) while the 
buoyancy of the water 
protects the knee, 


The fact that the entire 
rehabilitation process of 
surgery to soccer took a 
mere seven weeks is tes- 
timony to the “Kaiser’s”’ 
dedication and hard 
work. In all of his ex- 
perience with profes- 
sional athletes, the 
Cosmos trainer asserted 
that “none ever worked 


- 


harder”’ than did Becken- 
bauer. 


Such habits put him in 
good stead in the off- 
season when an exten- 
sive weight training pro- 
gram was re-initiated to 
insure against future in- 
jury. 


Meanwhile, the debate 
continues on the merits 
(or lack thereof) of play- 
ing the world’s most pop- 
ular sport on astroturf, 


There is one subject on 
which no controversy 
exists: the effect of the 
Beckenbauer presence 
on his team-mates. From 
the most experienced 
international to the 
youngest American, the 
Praise is as universal as 
it 1S Sincere. 

To fellow midfielder 
Terry Garbett, Becken- 
bauer’s flawless ball] 
Skills enable him to take 
off-the-ball sojourns into 
enemy territory § con- 
fident that Franz will 
cover for him. 


Garbett marvels at 
Beckenbauer’s talent. 
‘*Franz has the best 
basic skills that I have 
ever seen in a soccer 
player. It’s awe-inspiring 
to watch him. He does 
the simple things so 
very, very well that it’s 
frightening. He makes it 
look so easy. And I know 
that the simple thing is 
the hardest to do on a 
soccer field.”’ 


Team captain Werner 
Roth is in the final link to 
the days of Hofstra Sta- 
dium and the Cosmos’ '72 
title contingent. It was 
Roth who helped Becken- 
bauer learn English. In 
turn, Franz _ tutored 
Roth’s soccer skills. 


“Watching him, lear- 
ning from him, and get- 
ting tips from him helped 
to bring together parts of 
my game that were lack- 
ing,” Roth testified. 


Young Rick Davis 
went from a seldom-em- 
Ployed substitute in ’78 to 
the North American 
Player of the Year 
award last summer. 
Davis credits the tactical 
help of his teammates as 
being the key ingredient 
in his drastic improve- 
ment. He is quick to cite 
Beckenbauer as ‘'‘the 
most helpful’’ of the 
Cosmos. 


AS so often happens 
with Beckenbauer, the 
highest compliment 
came from a coach. 
After the obligatory 
remarks concerning his 
skill level, ex-Cosmos 
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‘ coach Firmani likened 


Franz to Pele in the most 
flattering of ways: “Pele 
possesses a great sense 
of humanity, Becken- 
bauer has the same.”’ 


Beckenbauer’s human- 
ity embraces both his 
concern for others as 
well as diversified inter- 
ests. Unlike his fishbowl 
existence in Germany, 
his new home affords 
him the opportunity to 
attend concerts, the bal- 
let, and have dinner in 
relative privacy. 


As soccer has become 
Americanized, so has 
Beckenbauer. In the 
course of living in Man- 
hattan he has evolved 
into quite a hockey fan, 
following New York's 
Rangers as closely as the 
European press had fol- 
lowed him. 


Franz credits living in 
America with ‘‘broade- 
ning” his horizons, enab- 
ling him to ‘‘learn a new 
language"’, and meet ‘‘a 
lot of very kind people.’’ 


Beckenbauer has a 
high opinion of the 
Giants Stadium crowd as 
well. Comparing Cosmos 
Supporters to their Eu- 
ropean counterparts, he 
applauds their improving 
knowledge of the sport, 
adding, “‘They now rec- 
ognise everything.” 


Listening to Becken- 
bauer as he relaxes after 
a recent practice, it is 
obvious that his team- 
mates’ admiration is 
quite mutual. Franz 
compares donning a 
Cosmos shirt to playing 
for ‘‘a world selection” 
side, 


But it is one thing fora 
side to possess talent, 
it’s quite another matter 
to become a successful 
team. 


“Blending ten nation- 
alities into a Winning unit 
is difficult,’’ Becken- 
bauer offered, because 
the “'British style is dif- 
ferent from the Brazilian 


_ Style. The Brazilians like 


to show how they can 
handle the ball while the 
English run and kick. It's 
tough to get the right 
mixture.”’ 


But the Cosmos have 
Obviously found the 
correct blend, After a 
mediocre and often dis- 
appointing ‘77 campaign, 
the team jelled in time to 
cop the crown with a 
dramatic playoff run 
that delighted the record 
crowds that had come to 
bid Pele farewell. The 
following summer saw 








the team solidify its 
claim to North American 
Supremacy with a 24-6 
ledger and a second 
Straight Soccer Bowl 
triumph. 

All of the above should 
be no surprise, for win- 
ning and Beckenbauer 
have become syno- 
nymous over the years. 
The NASL honors gar- 
nered by the Cosmos join 
a list that includes 
having captained 
Germany to the ’74 
World Cup as well as 
leading Bayern to three 
European Cups, four 
Bundesliga titles, four 
German Cups, one Cup 
Winners’ Cup, and a 
World club crown. 


In a career filled with 
Champagne, dis- 
appointments have been 
few and far between. 
However, the Cosmos’ 
7-1 loss to Bayern was an 
experience that Beckbe- 
nauer would just as soon 
forget. 


Tired, injured, and 
with a lineup featuring 
four loan players on 
defence, the NASL 
champions were in no 
condition to challenge 
the San Jose Earthqua- 
kes, much less a world- 
Class side. The severity 
of the loss in 1978 was a 
personal embarrassment 
to the proud Becken- 
bauer. 


Franz recalls the cir- 
cumstances of that deba- 
cle. ‘A long, hard season 
was finished and we had 
won the championship. 
Then we had a couple of 
exhibition games here. 
At that point, they (the 
front office) should have 
given us two weeks’ rest 
and then a week of train- 
ing before starting the 
tour. Everyone was ex- 
hausted.’’ Noting that 
the tour occurred in 
autumn (when German 
teams are in peak condi- 
tion), Franz added, ‘‘I 
warned our management 
but they wouldn't lis- 
ten.”’ 


While the calibre of 
NASL play is not yet ona 
par with the Bundesliga, 
it has improved marked- 
ly in the time since Beck- 
enbauer first joined the 
world’s most famous 
team. 


“When | came here I 
wasn't very expectful of 
the quality of soccer be- 
cause Europeans thought 
it was very bad,”’ Franz 
observed. “But when I 
arrived | was surprised 
at the level (of play). 
Now the standard is 
much better than two 
years ago,’’ he con- 
cluded. 


Beckenbauer still has 
one more season remain- 
ing on his Cosmos con- 
tract. Conceding that he 
is nearing the age when 
“you play more with 
your head than with your 
feet,’’ he is leaving his 
options open. If his 
health prevails, he looks 
forward to playing 
beyond the contract’s ex- 
piration. ae 

Good news for Cosmos 
fans and bad news for 
their foes? Not neces- 
sarily. 

When queried as to 
whether he would consid- 
er joining another NASL 
unit that was struggling 
to gain popularity, he 
smiled, Asserting that he 
will assess the future 
with an open mind, he 
Stated that only retur- 
ning to play in his native 
country has been ruled 
out. 

What gratifications 
remain to be garnered by 
a player who has been 
voted footballer of the 
year on both sides of the 
ocean, collecting 
championship. trophies 
for every employer along 
the way? 

Sitting in his apart- 
ment overlooking Cen- 
tral Park, Beckenbauer 
gazes out the window 
from the 2ist floor. Down 
below scores of young- 
sters are playing the 
sport he loves. 

“When I first arrived, 
1 almost never saw the 
children playing soc- 
cer,’’ Franz observed. 

Beckbenauer turned 
and flashed the smile ofa 
Ian enjoying the great- 


est satisfaction of all]

Do you realise there are only six 
weeks left of the U.K. Soccer sea- 
son? 

This is probably the most unpredictable 
period for forecasting matches in Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales. By now the 
majority of teams are assured of their 
position for next season, So as far as score 
draws are concerned — the clubs worth 
noting are the promotion seekers and the 
more unfortunate sides that-are haunted 
with the prospects of relegation.

Coventry v Wolves looks a close game 
on current form but take note - in their 
past five matches on this ground, Cov- 
entry has won all five. 

‘Crystal Palace is having a good season 
and I feel sure they're capable of holding 
Manchester United, West Brom y Leeds 
appears a good draw on recent form. 

In division two, I have taken Chariton to 
draw Chelsea, although on current form 
and league positions, Chelsea is by far the 
better team. However, Charlton will be 
desperate for the points and as this game 
is @ London derby and I give the home 
team a chance with the benefit of the 
ground advantage. 

Notts County v Sunderland gets my nap 
score draw vote of the day. The ladder 
positions suggest a tight match, and it’s 
worth noting that on the four previous oc- 
casions when these clubs met at Notts, the 
results were: 1-1, 2-2, 0-0, 0-0. 


My other selection from this division is 
Swansea against West Ham. On current 
form West Ham is probably the stronger 
side, but has a long journey for this match 
and I wouldn't be surprised to see Swansea 
hold the Hammers. 

In division three my choice of score 
draws are at Barnsley, Blackpool, Bury, 
Mansfield and Plymouth.
